The leading object of the railroads of Vermont 
is the connection of the seaboard at Boston and 
New York with Canada. Hence with one excep- 
tion they converge on the northwest corner of the 
State, where they unite directly with the lines 
from Montreal. These roads also connect with 
the Ogdensburg line to the Upper St. Lawrence. 
The Connecticut and Passumpsic Rivers Railroad 
is the exception, This road follows the valleys 
of the Connecticut and Passumpsic Rivers to the 
Province Line where it seeks prospective connec- 
tion with the Stanstead, Shefford and Chambly 
road now in progress. This route also has its 
ultimate terminus at Montreal, but it will also 
have the large trade which the Eastern Townships 
of Canada are capable of yielding. The table 
above given will show the general direction of 
the roads severally. The Southern Vermont Rail- 
road is a link in the great tunnel line which in 
connection with the Troy and Boston Railroad in 
New York and the Vermont and Massachusetts 
and Fitchburg Railroads in Massachusetts will 
give to Boston a second direct route to the north- 
ern interior and lake regions. With these pre- 
liminary remarks we now proceed to say a few 
words on each of the works within the State, 
basing our statistics on the State Railroad Com- 
missioner’s Report, (so far as it goes,) for the 
year 1864-65, and presented to the Legislature 
in October of the same year,

BENNINGTON AND RuTLanp RaiiRoap. 

This road commencing at Rutland runs in a 
southwesterly direction to the State Line of New 
York at North Bennington where it connects with 
the Troy and Boston Railroad, furnishing a direct 
route to Troy, Albany and New York City. It 
was formerly named the Western Vermont Rail- 
road. At Rutland it connects with the Rutland 
and Burlington Railroad, and through it with the 
Canada lines to Montreal. The State Report for 
1865 gives'no information regarding the doings 
of this company. It is leased to the Troy and 
Boston Railroad Company. 

Consgcticut AND Passumpsic Raiuroap, 

This road was not finished to the Canada line 
at the date of the State Report. Its operations 
and earnirgs for the year 1864-65, were on the 
finished section from White River Junction to 
Newport, 105 miles, The whole length of the 
road is 11044 miles. On the 31st May, 1865, the 
capital and debt stood as follows:

RvTLanyd AND BuruineTon RaiLRoap. 

The returns of this road are wanting in the 
State Report. It extends from Windsor to Bur- 
lington, a distance of nearly 120 miles, forming 
with its connections a through route from Bostou 
to Burlington and Montreal. Its cost has been 
about $4,600,000. 

Ruttanp AND WAsuHINGTON Battnodn: 

This line is partly in Vermont and partly in 
New York, and is leased in perpetuity to the 
Rensselaer and Saratoga Company who pay 6 per 
cent, on its capital and interest on its bonds, No 
mention is made of it in the State Report. 

RorLanpD AND WHITEHALL RatILRoaD. 

This is a short line connecting with the Rutland 
and Washington Railroad at Castleton, and ex- 
tending west to a junction at the State Line of 
New York with the Saratoga and Whitehall Rail- 
toad, with a branch from Hydeville to the Marble 
Quarries. Its capital is $255,700, which receives 


. from the lessees (the 8. and W. R. R. Co.) 6 per 
cent, per annum. An extension of the road by 
an independent line from Castleton to Rutland 
has been authorized by the Legislature, and will 


probably be constructed. 


SourHerN VeRMonT Raitroap. 

This is a short road crossing the southwest 
corner of the State, and is the Vermont section 
of the Troy and Boston Railroad by which it is 
operated, Its length is 8 miles, the construction 
of which cost $200,000. It is owned by the Troy 
and Greenfield (tunnel) Company. 

Vermont anp Canapa Rarroap. 

In connection with fhe Vermont Central and 
the Rutland and Burlington Railroads, this line 
forms the trunk towards Canada. The capital is 
fixed at $2,000,000, and for the Swanton- Branch 
$250,000. It is leased to the Vermont Central 
Company in perpetuity at an annual rent of 8 per 
cent, The amounts above stated as capital in- 
clude the back rents due before the recent settle- 
ment, 


Vermont CentRAL Raturoap. 

The Vermont Central Railroad commences at 
Windsor on the Connecticut River, and there con- 
nects with the Sullivan Railroad, which with its 
southern connections carries the line to Boston. 
Its northern terminus is Burlington, where and at 
Essex Junction it connects with the Vermont and 
Canada Railroad, which carries the route to the 
Canada line, and ultimately to Ogdensburg and 
Montreal. Its length is 117 miles, with a branch 
of 2 miles from the main line to Montpelier. It 
is at the same time one of the most important and 
unfortunate lines of the State. Its construction 
and equipment has cost too much, and hence its 
capital has never reached proper compensation. 
The cost of the line is stated at $8,402,055, or 
$71,812 per mile, By a recent adjustment of its 





financial status its capital was fixed at 100,000 
shares, and its debt at $3,500,000 at 7 per cent., 
of which $2,000,000 are first, and $1,500,000 
second mortgage bonds. The company own 54 
locomotive engines, 40 passenger cars, 9 baggage, 
express and mail cars, 828 covered freight and 
cattle cars, and 200 platform cars; also 40 gravel 
cars. The mileage of trains in the year ending 
May 31, 1865, was 1,032,304 miles, viz., passenger 
trains 362,418, freight trains 647,647, other trains 
22,239 miles. The number of through passengers 
carried was 129,55644, and of way passengers 
202,732!4—total, 332,289, together carried a total 
distance of 13,140,862 miles. The quantity of 
freight carried in the year was—through 142, 
71534 tons, and way 175,70614 tons—total, 318 
422 tons, together carried a total distance of 33,- 
094,173 miles. These operations cover both the 
Vermont Central and the Vermont and Canada 
lines, together a length of 1841¢ miles. The 
earnings and expenses of operations were as fol- 
lows :

VERMONT AND MassacuuseTts RaiLRoaD. 

Only a small section of this road is in Vermont. 
This extends from Brattleboro’ to the Massachu- 
setts State Line, a distance of 1044 miles. The 
Massachusetts’ Annual Statements recently given 
in the Journat furnish all necessary information 
in regard to this company. 

Vermont VALLEY RAILROAD. 

This road extending from Brattleboro’ to Bel- 
lows Falls forms a connecting link between the 
Vermont and Canada and the Rutland and Bur. 
lington Railroads, It is 23.69 miles long, and 
cost $1,212,274 40; the equipment owned by the 
company consists of 4 locomotives, which are ac- 
counted for at $9,611 79. The paid in capital 
amounts to $516,163 82, and the bonded debt to 
$793,200, viz., lst mortgage bonds $336,000 at 7 
per cent., and $114,000 at 6 per cent., and 2d 
mortgage bonds $293,200 at 7 per cent., interest 
payable annually April 1, and October 1. Both 
series are past due, the first since April 1, 1860, 


and the second since October 1, 1859. Since the}} 


lst June, 1865, the road has been leased to the 
Rutland and Burlington Company. The report 
brings matters down to June 30,1865. The num- 
ber of passengers carried one mile during the 
year was 1,569,749, and the number of tons 1.,- 
023,359. The total earnings were $90,272 84, 
and expenses $55,915 52—profits $34,357 32, not 
sufficient to paid interest on the bonded debt. 


The State Report from which we have gathered 
the principal statements given above is prefaced 
by a serio-comic disquisition on railroad economy 
and management, evidently written by a_ party 
whose knowledge of the worid is very limited. 
It is eminently local, but probably broad enough 
to satisfy the farmer Legislature of the green 
State. There is nothing in it, however, that would 
bear transcriptien or abbreviation. The reports 
themselves are very loose and unsatisfactory, and 
several of the principal lines omit to report at 
all, Formerly the Vermont Reports were decent 
—they are now as worthless for all statistical 





purposes as those of the great anti-liquor State 
of Maine, or those of the Arab State of New 
Jersey. We hope for better things in future, 





Louisville and Nashville Railroad. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of this 
company was held in Louisville on the 1st of Oc. 
tober, 1866, The annual Reports of the President, 
Directers, Secretary, and General Superintendent 
were read, adopted, and ordered to be printed, 
We have been favored with a copy of this report, 
from which we learn that the receipts from trans- 
portation, etc., during the year ending June 30,

592 48, derived from rents and other sources, 
$360,290 14 from Government transportation, and

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Heretofore the Lebanon ment has been oper- 
ated at a loss; this is the first year in which the 
income exceeds the operating expenses, a result 
which is in a great measure owing to the exten- 
sion of the road beyond Lebanon.

An account has been taken of the old iron now 
on hand (2,980 tons), and credit has been given to 
road repairs for all that had not heretofore been 
credited, making the average cost of road repairs 
per year for the last seven years, as shown by the 
above table, $1,514 64 per mile of road, and 454 
cents per mile of revenue train. 

During the past year 1,71614 tons of new iron, 
36246 tons of re-rolled iron, and 105,619 cross-ties 
have been put in the track. There are now 8414 
miles of road relaid with new iron, 27 miles of 
which were re-laid during the past year; 1.4 


miles have received new iron for a second time.

Estimating the quantity of iron required for the 
whole road at 16,050 tons, and the number of ties 
at 518,000, it will be seen from the above table 
that 56-100ths of the road has been relaid with 
new iron, and 78-100ths with new cross-ties. 

The road bed and track are now in better con- 
dition than at any previous time. The expenses 
of keeping the road in repair during the coming 
year will therefore be comparatively light. 

The Lebanon Branch has been-extended during 

the year to Crab Orchard ; its total length is now 
85 miles. On the 18th of September, 1865, it was 
opened for business to Brumfield, 16.5 miles from 
Lebanon; on the 19th of February, 1866, to 
Parksville, 21.8 miles; on the 9th of April to 
Danville, 28.5 miles; on the 17th of May to Stan- 
ford, 36.5 miles, and on the 1st of July to Crab 
Orchard, 48 miles. The average number of miles 
operated during the year beyond Lebanon was 
17.55, being 54.55 miles of the entire Branch. Al- 
though the net earnings of this branch amount 
only to $4,746 49, the additional business contri- 
buted by it to the Main Stem must not be over- 
looked. According to tables which accompany 
the Report, the earnings for freight received and 
forwarded at stations on the brancl were $101,- 
205 64; of which only $52,635 88 are due the 
branch—leaving $48,569 76 as earnings of the 
Main Stem from business which originated on the 
the branch. The passenger earnings of the Le- 
banon Branch were $1,258 per mile. The trains 
of this branch pass over 29.7 miles of the Main 
Stem, increasing the receipts of the Main Stem, at 
the same rate, by $37,362 60—making a total of 
$85,982 36—of which 55.3 per cent., or $47,520 
59, is profit, making the total net revenue derived 
from the branch $52,266 08, or 3'¢ per cent, of 
the cost of the road. It is believed that the com- 
ing year will show better results. The cost of re- 
pair and renewals of this branch during the year 
was $922.77 per mile, or 90.70 cents per revenue 
train mile ; 10,002 cross-ties, 212 tons of new iron 
and 76 tons of repaired iron have been used in the 
track this year, There have been used since the 
completion of the road 76.225 cross-ties, 480.25 
tons new iron, and 173.5 tons of repaired iron. 

The cost of the Lebanon Branch Extension to 
Crab Orchard, which is not included in the annex- 
ed statement, is given at $1,550,202 83. The lia- 
bilities are :

The freight business alone 
amounted to $133,163 41, of which only $33,376 18 
were due the branch, leaving $99,787 28, as earn- 
ings from frejght on the Main Stem which came 
from the branch, of which $53,484 66 were net 
revenue, The cost of repair on the Memphis 
Branch per mile of road has been $885.97; and 
per revenue train mile 76.380 cents, 16,748 new 
ties were put in the track, and at least 30,000 
more will be required during the coming year, 
20 tons of new iron have been used, 

The operating expenses of the Bardstown 
Branch exceed the earnings $9,507 05, But the 
profits realized on the Maia Stem from business 
originating on the branch amounted to $12,503 80. 
The passenger trains of this branch run over 22.1 
miles of the Main Stem, The cost of repairs on 
the Bardstown Branch per mile of road has been 
$691.60; and per revenue train mile, 105,84 cents. 
This is nearly double the cost of repairs in the 
preceding year. Eighteen tons of iron and 8,634 
new ties were put in the track. Extensive re- 
newals of cross-ties will be required during the 
coming year. 

From the above it will be seen that the branches 
of this road, although in themselves not a paying 
investment, are profitable as feeders to the Main 
Stem. 

The Memphis, Clarksville and Louisville rail- 
road, from State Line to Clarksville, Tenn., was 
operated by the L. & N.R. RB. Co. until November 
27, 1865, when it passed into the hands a receiver 
appointed by the Governor of Tennessee, Since 
that time the trains of this company have ron 
only to State Line. The earnings of the road 
were $13,875 82; and the expenditures $5,925 27 
—leaving $7,950 55, which deducted from amount 
due L. & N. R. R. Co., July 1, 1865, ($14,008 51) 
leaves a balance still due the company of $6,- 
059 96. This is the result of four years’ opera- 
tions. 

In the Annual Report of 1864-65, the bonded 
debt of the company was stated at $3,297,000, ex- 
clusive of debt due State of Tennessee. In the 
present Report that debt is stated at $3,105,000 ; 
$192,000 of the debt having been redeemed out of 
the earnings during the year. The monthly earn- 
ings from passengers and freight for the first six 
months were $1,976,189 83, and for the last six 
months $964,426 46, exhibiting a decrease of 
$1,011,762 87. The gross earnings for the year 
were $3,143,189 47, and the running expenses, 
$1,551,134 70, being 49.35 per cent. of the earn- 
ings. The President, in his report, says : 


The first six months’ receipts were greatly in- 
fluenced by the transportation of Government 
troops and freights. The last six months but 
little business was done for the Government, which 
brings the receipts of the road very near what 
they may be expected hereafter. It is estimated 
they will not be less than an average of $150,000 
per month, and that the expenses of operating 
will be about 50 per cent. of the earnings, which 
would give aclear profit of $900,000. This would 
allow a dividend to the stockholders of 4 per cent. 
each six months, pay the Sinking Fund the re- 
quired $400,000 to pay interest andzedeem $200,- 
000 of the bonded debt, and something for the 
completion of the road. 

The Superintendent’s Report estimates the 
amount required fully to complete the road at 
$380,506 82, of which arching the tunnels, double

It also tae 
from the Superintendent’s Report that $36,024 73, 
under the head of “Improvement Account,” was 
expended during the vear, and charged to opera- 
ting expenses, Also, tliat $47,018 79 was expend- 
ed for repairing damage done by Confederate 
forces during the war, and that the estimated cost 
of the remaining work of that kind to be done 
after July 1, 1866, is $53,900. The amount ex- 
pended prior to July 1, 1865, was $588,593 60; 
and the total damage sustained, $689,512. 39. 

In the Report for 1864-65 the condition of the 
Sinking Fund is stated, with the application of the 
fund to the date of the report; also, the stock and 
stook liabilities and bonded debt of the Company, 
exclusive of the debt to Tennessee, at $8,824,870. 
By the present Report, the stock, stock liabilities, 
and bonded debt is stated at $8,595,106, The in- 
terest falling due between June 30, 1865, and June 
30, 1866, on the bonded debt, has been paid, and 
the bonded debt reduced $192,000, and the stock 
of the company $37,764. 

The aggregate cost of the road to June 30, 1866, 
is $10,062,763 94. The difference between that 
and the stock, stock liabilities, and» bonded debt 
of the company is $1,467,657 46, excluding the 
cost and debt of the Lebanon Branch extension, 

In the month of November, 1865, a settlement 
was obtained of the debt due by the company to 
the State of Tennessee, of $560,500, and the in- 
terest which had accumulated during the war. 
This debt was discharged by the surrender of 
Tennessee State bonds and coupons, Tbis left in 
the hands of the company 309 Tennessee bonds 
with unpaid coupons, The coupons were subse- 
quently capitalized, making, with the original 
bonds, 402, which we now hold. The company 
had claims against the State for seizing the road 
in Tennessee, and engines, cars, and materials of 
the company, and for the use of the road oper- 
ated by them, which the State authorities declined 
to allow. 

The Lebanon Branch extension was completed 
to Crab Orchard, and the operation to that place 
commenced July 1, 1866. The cost to June 30th 
is $1,550,202 83; but something more will be add- 
ed to it when all accounts are settled, and the 
track ballasted. In the prosecution of the work, 
the mortgage bonds of the company on the branch 
and extension, not being sold, were taken to ac- 
count, and the company advanced the money. 
The same course was taken with the city bonds 
loaned the company and secured in the mortgage. 
The mortgage bonds to the amount of $31,000, 
and the city bonds to the amount of $219,000, 
have been sold, and the company, on June 30, 
1866, held $569,000 of the mortgage bonds and 
$381,000 of the city bonds, and had advanced 
$387,106 21 over and above the bonds toward the 
work. The branch, as far as extended, has 
proved profitable, and is likely to prove more so, 
by adding to the business to and from Louisville 
to Lebanon. 

The company, in order to get the railroads 
opened from Louisville to Memphis, agreed—to 
enable the Memphis, Clarksville and Louisville 
Railroad to rebuild the Tennessee River bridge, 
to repair the Cumberland River. bridge, and put 
the track in running order, to advance on the 
Tennessee State bonds they obtained for that 
purpose, and to purchase some from the contrac- 
tors to build the Tennessee River bridge, which 
they had to take. This has been done, and the 
bridges and road put in order, and is now being 
operated in connection with our branch and the 
Memphis and Ohio Railroad. The opening of the 
railroad communication with Memphis promises 
to be profitable to us by adding to our business 
both in passengers and freight. The terms on 
which the advance and purchase was made, are 
such that no material loss is to be apprehended, 
while we gain the advantage of having the route 
opened. 

During the year much work has been done in 
restoring the damaged bridges and culverts, in 
ballasting the road, and keeping them in good 
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condition to operate for the safety of passengers 
and freight and the rolling stock of the company. 
The road _is in most.excellent condition. It is in- 
tended to prosecute the work during the coming 
year, with the hope in another year we may close 
the construction accounts.. It has been operated 
with but little damage to persons or property, and 
with great safety to the rolling stock of the com- 
pany. 

The engines have run in the service of the 
transportation department, on the Main Stem and 
branches, 842,850 miles ; and in the service of the 
road department, inclusive of the mileage made 
on the M,, C. & L. RB. R., 117,097—making a total 
mileage of engines 959,947. The cost of repairs 
per mile run by engines has been 10,22 cents. 
Total cost per mile run by engines, 38.57 cents, 
against 42.06 cents in 1864-65. Average cost per 
mile of all trains 41.77 cents. 


The equipment of the road July 1, 1865, con- 
sisted of 60 locomotives ; 42 passenger, 9 baggage, 
8 express, 245 box, 98 rack, 17 gondola, 94 flat, 
70 gravel and stone, 12 boarding and 1 wrecking 
car, There have been added during the year, 5 
locomotives ; 2 passenger 1 baggage, 63 box, 26 
gondola, 25 flat, and 12 gravel and stone cars. 
There have been destroyed 2 passenger, 1 box and 
1 boarding car—leaving on the road July 1, 1866, 
65 locomotives; 44 passenger, 10 baggage, 8 ex- 
press, 808 box, 98 rack, 43 gondola, 119 flat, 82 
gravel and stone, 12 boarding and 1 wrecking 
car.

Wilmington, Charlotte & Rutherford R.R. 

A meeting of the stockholders of this company 
was held at Wilmington, N. C., on the 25th ult, 
The report of the President and Directors, read to 
the meeting, makes a flattering exhibit of the 
earnings of their unfinished road. The read has 
never yet beeg able to reach either of its termini, 
or even the rich producing country which it was 
designed to develop. It starts on the bank of 
the river, and ends in the woods. It was left, by 
the results of the war, in a condition of almost 
total destruction. The little rolling stock which 
had escaped seizure or conflagration, was worn 
down by long and hard usage; and yet, without 
the slightest outside assistance, it is enabled to 
exhibit a clear profit of $59,000 from the opera- 
tions of the past twelve months. The financial 
condition of the road, and the means recommend- 
ed to raise the amount necessary to complete the 
work, is given in the report as follows :— 

“The total amount of currency required will be

To pay the debt due the State 
To pay all other debts.............. 
To complete the entire road

Which we propose to raise by an issue of bonds 
to the amount of four millions of dollars, secured 
by a first and only mortgage upon a road, worth 
in present currency, over eight millions of dollars, 
and all of its rights, privileges and property. We 
have reason to believe that the company’s bonds, 
thus secured, will readily sell for more than 
eighty cents on the dollar, payable in currency 
and material; and this would effect a saving of 
eight hundred thousand dollars to the company, 
and secure the early completion of the road. 
But to accomplish this, we must approach the 
capitalists of the North with perfectly clean 
hands, The State must therefore consent to 
assume the position of second mortgagee, until 
such time as the money can be realized to pay 
our indebtedness to her. We recommend that an 
application to this end be made to the next Gen- 
eral Assembly.”

Lawrence Railroad. 

The object of the construction of this road is 

to make a continuous line from Pittsburg to 

Cleveland, via the New Castle and Beaver Valley 

Railroad, We learn from the Youngstown Courier 

that the work is being pushed forward vigorously, 

and that by the Ist of January next, the entire 

distance between that place and Pittsburg will be 

in running order. Between Lowell and Youngs- 

town the road’‘is divided into sections, and ten 

gangs of men are emplcyed, numbering about 

two hundred and fifty laborers and seventy-five 

stone masons. From Lowell to the Mahoning 

River, the heavy grading is pretty much all done, 

aud will require but a month or six weeks longer 

to complete it. Between the Mahoning and the 

junction with the A. & G. W. Railway, at Powers’ 
coal shutes, a distance of nearly three-fourths of 
a mile the grading has been but recently com- 

menced, and the work to be done is considerable. 
The road bridges three streams—Panther Run, 
Yellow Creek, Mahoning River, and the cana). 
The first two bridges are about completed ; the 
span between the abutments at Panther Run is 
forty-five, and that of Yellow Creek one hundred 
feet. The Mahoning is crossed in two spans of 
one hundred and four feet each; the abutment on 
one side and the pier in the centre of the river, 
are finished, the abutment on the other side will 
require a week or ten days yet to complete it. 
The timbers are framed and ready to be put in 
position as soon as the masons have finished their 
work. About one and a half miles of the road, 
near Lowell, is ready for the track ; the laying of

learn that arrangements have been made to run 
two through express trains daily, each way, be- 
tween Cleveland and Pittsburg; and between 
Youngstown and Cleveland, one, or perhaps both 
trains already running, will be continued for local 
accommodation.

Railway Statutes of New York. 

We continue our digest of the miscellaneous 
sections of the statutes of this State relating to 
railroads, which are deemed to be of especial im- 
portance. Most of the Western States have 
modeled their railway system upon the statutes 
of this State, and the decisions of our Courts 
upon our statutes are therefore of value in other 
States. We begin with Chapter 282 of the laws 
of 1864, 

Bell ov Whistle—Failure to Sound—Penaities.— 
Section 7, of the act of 1854, chap. 282, provides 
that every locomotive run on any railroad shall 
be provided with a bell or steam whistle, which 
shall be sounded 80 rods from the place where 
such railroad crosses any public road on the same 
level. Any corporation violating this provision 
is subject to a fine of twenty dollars, 

Engineers violating it are liable to a fine of fifty 
dollars, or imprisonment in county jail not ex- 
ceeding sixty days. 

Fences—Gates and Cattle Guards—Damages.— 
Section 8, of the same act, provides that every 
railroad corporation shall erect and maintain 
fences on the sides of their roads, with gates at 
farm crossings, and cattle guards at all road 
crossings. So long as such fences and cattle 
guards shall not be made, such corporation shall 
be liable for all damages to cattle, horses, sheep, 
or hogs, which shall be done by the agents or 
servants of such corporation; after such fences 
and cattle guards are erected, such corporation 
shall not be liable for damages unless negligently 
or wilfully done. A sufficient post and wire fence 
of the requisite height shall be deemed a lawful 
fence, but no railroad corporation shall be re- 
quired to erect fences, etc., where the same are 
not necessary to keep animals from adjoining 
lands off the track of such railroad. 

Sale of Unclaimed Freight.—Section 10, of the 
same act, provides that freight which has remain- 
ed unclaimed in the possession of the railroad 
company for one year, may be sold at auction 
upon a publication of four weeks before the time 
of sale, in the State newspaper, and in a news- 
paper published at-or nearest the place at which 
such freight was to be left, and also at the place 
where such sale is to be made; such notice shall 
contain a description of the freight, the place 
where and the time when left, with the name of 
the owner or consignee when known. 

Section 11, provides that perishable property 
may be sold at once, on giving the notice re- 
quired in section 10. 

Section 12, provides that the balance of the 
proceeds of such sale (after paying charges and 
expenses, ) shall be retained for the owner or con- 
signee of such freight, and refunded at any time 
within five years, on satisfactory proof of owner- 
ship.

The desirability of a.railway to connect the 
cities of Montreal and Quebec with a seaport in 
British territory bas long been-felt by: the Jeading 
public men of Canada. 

We find that on the 19th December, 1835, the 
Legislative Council at Quebec passed the follow- 
ing resolution :— 


“ Resolved,—That a railroad between the port of 
St. Andrew, in the Bay of Fundy, and the port of 
Quebec would greatly diminish the disadvantages 
under which the province labors from the severity 
of its climate, and the consequent periodical in- 
terruption of the navigation of the River St, Law- 
rence.” 

This resolution, with others, receive the cordial 
support of the Governments both of ‘Canada and 
New Brunswick. 

All the reasons then advanced for ugdertaking 
the enterprise, together with others developed by 
subsequent events, now exist in still greater force 
by reason of the unparalleled progress since 
made by railways both in the provinces and the 
adjacent States. 

“Po secure these unlimited and legitimate re- 
souices,” says another resolution, “it will be 
only necessary to construct a railroad from Quebec 
and Montreal to Lake Huron, in connection with 
that from St, Andrew’s to Quebec.” 

Not only has the extension to Lake Huron been 
completed, but railway communication exists also 
with Chicago, the greatest grain market in the 
world, and uhe entire railroad system of the west- 
ern states. In fact, our railwaysnow constructed, 
together with the St. Lawrence, are as important 
to the entire north-west as is the Mississippi to the 
south-western states of the American union. 

In furtherance of this design, the Grank Trunk 
is already extended easterly to Rivieredu Loup, a 
distance of 114 miles, and the New Brunswick and 
Canada is now open from St. Andrew’s (88 miles) 
to Woodstock on the River St. John, the natural 
highway of New Brunswick. During August the 
traffic receipts of this last mentioned portion ex- 
ceeds those of August of the previous year (1865) 
by nearly $2,000—-being in the ratio of 8 to 2, and 
might have been double had there been sufficient 
rolling-stock. Let it be borne in mind that this 
length of 88 miles reaches only to the verge of an 
agricultural and well-timbered country. The 
construction of the remaining portion of 188 miles 
wonld form the connecting link between the navi- 
gation of the River St. Lawrence and St. John, 
passing through one of the finest timbered regions 
in the world, abounding in mineral wealth, which 
by geological examination is constantly being de- 
veloped, 

In the annual report of the Ottawa Board of 
Trade by the Hon. Mr. Skead, it appears that 
Canada possesses a tract of timbered country ex- 
tending through 5 degrees of latitude and 11 of 
longitude, yielding annually from 70 to 80 mil- 
lions of cubic feet of timber and employing 10,000 
men. By statistics he shows the agricultural pro- 
ducts have during the last seven years greatly ex- 
ceeded the products of the forest. 

A railway, to be of any use for the transporta- 
tion of all this produce, to be sent during the sus- 
pension of navigation, should be short and direct 
as possible. At $30,000 per mile, which, it is be- 
lieved, is a fair average, this connecting link of 
188 miles would cost about five and a half million 
dollars, a little more than one-fourth of the pro- 
posed Imperial subsidy for the Intercolonial. 
With the port of St. Andrew’s accessible by rail, 
what sane man would think of sending his pro- 
duce to Halifax through a country yielding in 
abundance similar articles for exportation, at a 
ruinous competition and disparity of distance ? 

United by rail with the lower provinces, Upper 
Canada becomes to them what the western states 
are to the northern and eastern, receiving in re- 
turn their fish and articles of manufacture. Asa 
matter of economy, heavy articles of merchandise
